3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Pell 
Tax o' every person liable therefor, and on 
the n"gleet or refusal of such persons to pay, 
he must collect by seizure and sale of an] 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdem»anor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment.
